THB SABBATH DAT. 


Sentiment on tne Proper Observ- 


ance of Sunday at Bloom- 


ingtoa. 


The barbers at Bloomington have in- 


augurated a Sunday closing movement, 
and have interested the ministers to 
Battle in their behalf. Last Sunday Bev, 
Frank Crane delivered a discourse on 
the subject, "The Workingman'a Griev- 
ance as Illustrated in the Barbers' Sun- 
day Closing Movement." His text was 
Second Samuel 16-17, xxiii. He com- 
menced by 'relating the story of the text, 
how David after a certain battle longed 
for a drink out of a /ell from which in 
his boyhood days he had drank, and how 
three valiant men went out and at gnat 
risk procured water from this well; but 
when in the morning, they offered it to 
King David and told him how they had 
obtained it, he refused to drink it, but 
poured it out on the ground, saying, far 
be it from me to drink this, seeing it waa 
at the jeopardy of yonr lives that ye 
obtained it. 


This principle should be at the foun- 


dation of Sunday observance*. If in 
order to minister to our greed, or pleas- 
ure, people must be kept at labor seven 
days in the week, let us not accept snob 
labor. Greea is at the bottom ot all 
Sunday work. This is the one and the 
only reason for breaking the Sabbath. 
There is no necessity for running street 
oars on Sunday, or for Sunday railroad 
trams, or for Sunday newspapers. Chris- 
tiana would do well to patronize those 
papers who do not break the Sabbath by 
issuing Sunday editious. 


The Chicago & Alton railroad observes 


Sunday by taking off one or iwo passen- 
ger trams and by doing as much or more 
freight business than any other day in 
the week. All Sunday excursions and 
labor means that hundreds of laboring 
men are kept at work for seven days in 
the week. We cannot set aside the 
pltiims ot others. In America one man 
ie as good as another, and if some men 
work six days and some mon are foroed 
to work seven days, something is wrong. 


The Sabbath must be a day of compet- 


ent rest, not for the few but for the 
many. Some time people will Bee this 
and will refuse to patronize Sunday 
street oars, or Sunday trains or Sunday 
papers, or any man or firm who makes 
Lie employes work seven days in a week 
instead of six. It is the inalienable 
right of every luboring man to have one 
day ot rest m the seveu. 


Claims Chicago Property. 


William S. Pierce, a business mnn of 


OactoD, Fulton county, claims the own- 
ership of valuable property in Chicago 
Mr. Piorce's father died when William 
was a boy, leaving a number of older 
children. He also left property in Chi- 
cago which has become very valuable, and 
property in other parts ot the state. 
William was pursnadod by his sisters, 
who had assumed guardianship over him, 
to tnke no steps as to the deposition of 
his property until his stepmother died.
